THE aKIEVAUGJiS OF TliENAAS 
INDIANS. 

The IndiaiiBof the Naas river country 
aru greiiUy excited over the loss of some 
of their timber hnids. Cluirles Burton, 
one of their luiniUei- who arrived on the 
steamer ( Uter, 1.S the beiirer of :i letter 
from those [leopK' which they ivuiie.st ii.s 
topubliali. 'I'he facts of the trouble, us 
statod by I he Iiidiiiu delegatu, are these; 
A man iiy.med McArthur has recontly ob- 
tained u grant for 1,000 acres of timber 
land, and the Indians are proliibited from 
cutting the yellow cediir, which to them 
is DUO of ilie iieceaaitie.M of life. Ot 
cedar their tsanoes are made and their pud 
dies are also fashioned out of them. As 
the Indian delosate plaintively said, 
"When a canoe is made without the pad- 
dles of the yellow cedar it is nothini;." 
The bark of thcHe trees they also consider 
lUi aksolute necessity to make tlio roof 
under which to smoke their salmon. The 
Indians feel that a great wrong is beiiif^ 
(lone them in doprivinj,' them of theHe 
fore.st lands. Wlioli Jud^'e O Uielly in 
1881 granted them some lands (wliich our 
visitor riescribes as a mere "poialu patch ') 
they were piomi.'-ed that they .ihould al- 
ways bo allowed to cut trees in the forest. 
They are iii>w told that they shall not cut 
another tree on this land under penalty of 
lino §30 to 8,00, according to number, and 
they claim that this is depriving them of 
their natural and long-establisliod right. 
Eight tribes have yearly gone to Nuas to 
cut the cedar logs and dry their salmon, 
and jt is these tribes whose voice is heard 
in the letter below. Is it right that these 
poor children of the orifiinal owners of 
the soil should be oppressed in this way ! 
At this rate they will gradually bo de- 
prived of everything, till they become 
wanderers and vagabonds. It is well to 
remember that they are human, and have 
a natural longinc to keep something for 
their children. Our informant denies the 
statement that the lndiaii.s tore down Ale 
Arthur's camp and carried his things away; 
but what they did do wiw to t^ike iiis boat, 
which he had launched preparatury to 
tree-felhng, ana carry it back to his 
own property. They told him not to cut 
down any of tho wood until tho matter 
was decided, and they would promise to 
do the same. 'I'hey have no intention of 
preventing steamers running on the river, 
niir do they intend to interfere with thi^ 
canneries or make trouble in any way. 
They only ask for justice. The following 
letter from the chiefs has been handed us 
to print. 

Nas-.s Uivkk, April 15. 

To THE Editor oi'' Tiiu Coloni.st:— 
We, tho natives of Nass river, wish to 
send our words to the white chiefs in re- 
gard lo the new timber law. We are very 
iniiibled in our hearts about it because 
WH cannot see that it is a just law. We 
were not only Hiirpriaed but quite a.ston- 
iphed when we heard of it. 

We are going to hold a counsoi ain(_)iig. 
ourselves and will send you our opinions 
by ne.xt boat. We have tiot allowed a log 
to be cot since your words cain<!. Some 
while men were gt)ing after logs but w-.' 
btoppod them as we want to do iKitliing 
wrung till we get a riijht understaning.

A gentleiiuiii who Lately arrived in 
Victoria made the remark tlie other 
day that lie found Victoria people, us 
a rule, ^ taken U|) with a chase for 
money on the one hand and a - cha.se 
after pleasnrt; on the other, that 
they seenicd to iiavt? no tinm for read- 
ing the literuture of tho day; no time 
to keoj) tht'iuselv^es informed of wlmt 
the great minds of Europi; and 
America are accomplishing. W^e 
hope that this sweepiii;^ assertion was 
the result of a too -hastily formed 
opinion: hut neverthelcs.s it will be 
well for UK to lake iioitt of thi.s little 
hint, and stop a.u'1 considei' whether we 
lire in fact, allowing ounselve.s to bo- 
oOme rusty from too little contact with 
the outer world. Js it notpossible.Bituat- 
fid as we are .so far from the great 
literary centers of the world.- -London, 
Paris, Boston, and New York, -that 
we may allow ourstdves to lose all in- 
terest in literarv oiattt^ra, and so miss 
one of the greatest pleasureii of life 
to cultivated minda? Host of us have 
read, as pai-t of our education, some of 
the standard KngliHh authors, but hav- 
ing done this, we sliould not feel that 
■we are well inforuKKl on the subject of 
literature, for there is a now genei-ation 
of writers before the world new -poets, 
novelists, esHayists and others,— whose 
fresh and progressive ideas are influenc 
ing the minds of the reading public.

TUi: DliYDOCK. 

The telegram published in The CoUmisI 
yesterday cannot but be a source of gen- 
eral satiafactioa for aeveral reasons. In 
the lirst ^)lace, it '^tate8...th» contract 
for the completion of the dry .dock has 
been awarded, ami that t Iiis great prelimi- 
nary for the commencenien't of the work 
has been arranged. In the tie.'jt place it 
tells ua that the contract ha.s been formally 
returned to McKaaieo it Uo. of iMontreal, 
the old conttactora for the work, who met 
with such unfair treatment at the hands 
of the late administration. Tho rolurn of 
the contract is an act of justice to Mc- 
Nainee A Co., ami it is one that will 
favorably ali'ect themselves and others; as 
one of their hrst acts will Lo to pay those 
to whom the firm owe considerable 
aiAounta, a fact wliich, no doubt, .has 
caused much hardship to tho different 
parties concerned. .\t one time tliero 
seemed 'o bo nothing in prospect fur theiu 
but a total loss. (Jii this accoiim alunc 
tho award of the contract to lAIeasrs. iMc- 
Nameo t\; Go. will be a subject for con- 
gratulation. A great deal of aeatiment 
has been expended on tho drydock and 
tho largo revenue which ■yvould have ac- 
crued had it beoii completed at provincial 
expense by tlay 's work. Tlie only trouble 
was that the large e.vpeuditiire for com 
nletion was a certainty, and the large 
rcjvenuo was a myth, or at least aii un- 
known quantity. which ao mathematician 
would like to find, .especially out of his 
own pocket. Our esteemed morning con- 
teuiiiorary certiiinly pointed out awhile 
ago how handy it wuuld have been and 
how profitable, if the dock had oidy been 
ruiKly to receive the Umatilla; it must be 
adndtted tlmt as far as tho owners are con- 
corned this would have boon the case, 
and It would have. been a proud moment 
for the province to Wivo .soon a retil ship 
in "our own drydock. ' The province is, 
however, now pleasantly roiieved from all 
an.xietiea concerning expenditure ami 
rovenuo and will at the pame time enji.y 
tho honotits likely to accrue from I lie cir- 
culatioiiof tho large balance <..f the i'liTO,- 
000 yet to be expended. The representa 
tives of the contractors, Messrs. Mitchell, 
Niish and others, are lo leave fur Hsqiii- 
inalt immediately to take piisiessnm and 
push forward the work under tho auspices 
of the Dominion govurnmoiit, and it is an- 
ticipated that the dock will be completeti 
witliiii three years. A drydnck on this 
coast IS certainly a necessity, if mily tov 
naval [jurpuses; but it will be many years 
ere it can yield auylhuig like a paying 
revenue, and there arc many reasons wliy 
such an institution should be completed 
at Dominion expense and bu under Duiii- 
inion managemoiit, smne of which may 
not immefiiately apiiear. Kverybudy, 
however, will rejoice that the thick matter 
has boon settled; that thoue who have siif 
fered in the attempts of the late guvera- 
luont to construct it will be |>aid; ih.ii the 
old contractors are justly re inatalled, and 
that there will be no more uti'orts made Ui 
comidetc the work at the e.vpense I'f the 
1 [irnvince.

Anderson that it would cost far more to 
collect it than it is worth. For instance 
1 an Indian gets his liceiisa and proceeds up 
I the river to fisli. There he is met by a 
j little cunoo loaded ^vith saliUMii whicii is 
I quietly dropped into hia boat. Me makes 
I one ur two trips and returns tu llw can- 
nery with 150 salmon, say only half or a 
quarter. of this amount caught . by him- 
self, the others having been caught by 
somii of his kindred, who with tlui licensed 
parly divide the pruceed.M of the sale |if ■ 
ratio. This would be one nieilioil ii}' 
which this propuseil new regiiliu inn would 
be defealeii. Then, again, the several 
caiwieries are each entitled by their li- 
cence to fisli a certain number of boats. 
This idea of licensing Indians to tish and 
sell salmon lo the canneries uiily increa.--e3 
the number of buat.s of each camuMy by 
just ao many contracts made with liceiiaed 
Indiana as each cannery chooses to make. 

Say again that each cannery is allowed 
thirty boats. There are .six canneries mi 
the river now. Fifty Indians obl.iin li- 
censes and each caiini'iy contracts with 
an equal nuniberof said Iniliaiia fur the 
supply of salmon. This must necessarily 
increase the number nf each cannery's 
boats by eight, tinis conclusively proving 
that the very tliin;.; Mr. .•kndersiin wishes, 
vi/.. , tho priiservatiou of the .lalmou, is 
r.ither hindered than heliied by this new 
idea. 'J'lie Indians feel ;i go'.".! (h a! ex- 
cited over the report itntl not without 
reason. What might be advisable for one 
place will not do forjdl.and a local know- 
lodge of facts is absidutoly necessary be- 
fore a regulation like tho one contomidat 
ed should be even hinted at. If this li - 
cense business is carried mit Mr. .-Viider. 
sun will raise such compliuatioiis and 
trouble that he will find it difhcult - to 
atop. Let the Indian as heretofore catch 
all the salmon lie wants and can, but ilo 
not license him to do what .Mr. .-Vii.lersoii 
or no one else e;in prevent cither in law 
or equity.

In the commons Oladatonu stutfd the 
government had received no leijuust from 
Gordon for the dispatch of British forcos 
to relieve Khartoum. Gordon simply 
suggested that sniall cavalry forces should 
be sent. He said he was unaware that 
Gordon had expressed iudignation at be- 
ing abandoned by the English govern 
mentand announcing bis determinatinn 
to act henceforth with perfect independ - 
ence towards those who have deserted 
him. 

Dobson, chancollur of tho Duchy of 
Lancaster, confirnied the report that 15 
head of cattle had been found at Wim- 
pole, Cambridgeshiru, ati'ected with the 
foot and mouth disen^o. lie moved to re- 
store the cattle bill (o tlie original form in 
which it was introduced to tho house of 
lords. The Duke of Kiuliuiond's umeiid- 
ment adopted by the lords went further 
than necessary in defendiug the country 
against the admission of disease from 
abroad, Dobsou's motion was rejected 
and he asked time for the government to 
consider thu position in which they were 
placed by the vote. On Friday the gov- 
ernment will statu the course they intend 
to pursue. 

The Pall Afall Gazette demands that 
the government shall at once declare Eng- 
land will not retire from Egypt for 5 
years, "Otherwise we shall speedily drift 
into war with Franco. "

People have 
been thrown into such a .state of iMiisterna- 
tion that buRineXH, for tho time bidiii,', is 
suspondeil. 'riie Hlioek whk still more se- 
vere ut Coli'hester. 'I'hc vibnituui lasted 
half a iiiiinite. Tho fust syiiiploms was ii 
deep nunliliiit; souuil, iiw . iii-iini in;;. TliiH 
was .speedily follo\\>-.l by tlio ipiaking and 
shaking of all the bmldiu^a. Ohurchbells 
souiuled as tboiiuli swayed by nnsoeii 
; hands; tall oliiinney stacks of factories 
i crashed to ruin to the earth and other lotty 
I rtructure.s \w-ie il.stiiiV.il, The spin of 
one of the hiiL;i:st elimvlies in the eily, l.">() 
le, I hiKh, f. il uith .11. awlul ei-.i.-li t,. the 
j^'riiiuul. It is iiiipessil.lu to esliniate llii! 
aniouiit of lianmyi'. but il is known to 
\ery Kieat. 

In private hiiuf<e8 the greatest confu- 
sion prevailed. . Chairs and tables were 
overturned, China and glassware in cup- 
boards rattled together and wore fie- 
quently shattered, while pictures and 
other ornanientM upon tho walls loosened 
from the fastenings and fell to the Ih'or. 
People were terror stricken. Men, wo- 
men and children rushed shrieking into 
tho sireota where their agonizing cries and 
pale faces made a most' painful impres- 
sion. 

At Chelmsf..rd, aliout IJO -miles from 
London, tho shock was also severe and 
the people wore tilled with terror and dis- 
may At Southend tho enrlh trembled 
fur miles around. Tho windows of many 
dwellings were broken, chimneys diished 
to the earth and crockery and gUssware 
smashed. Al Wntden, 10 miles from 
Chelmsford, the to\ni hall and private 
houses were swayed several times. The 

I wave passed fnun south to north. 

I The Globe says llie shock w.i.s felt in the 
S rand, London, where a liusine-ss house 
was ])erceptibly rocked, 3.1 macli so that 
the employes wore all'ectod and rushed 
into the streets. Uiiralion of tlie shock 
at Ipswich is estimated at three seconds. 
The eartluiuiike has cau.seil a i^eiieral feel- 
ing of alarm and insecurity throughout 
England. 

In London there were numerous indi- 
cations of the proximity of the earth- 
(juako. Telegraphic instruments . were 
shaken and shocks distinctly fult in Cheap- 
side and Elcet street. At Ipswich houses 
Were shattered and the railway depot 
partly destroyed. 

Colchester wiis the center of the nio.st 
serious disturbance. It is iiniiossiblo as 
yet to determine the tixtent of the dam 
age. In some streets trallic has been for 
bidilen for the [iresent, as tho buildings 
h.ive been so badly shut tered that they are 
considered dangerous. 

[Colchester lies 65 miles N. E 
of London, on the river Colno. 
It has a population of about 10, 
OUO. Ipswich IS riii miles li, of Lon- 
don, on the OrwuU, and is on the 
line of the Eastern Counties railway. 
The population is 50,000].
